BRUSSELS. March 12— (INS'— 
Delegates of five nations completed 
today the draft of a treaty for 
establishment of a European west­ 
ern union to combat Communism 
A joint communique was issued 
by the representatives of Britain.

Body Lies In State 
Masaryk's body lies in .state In 
Cernin palace, the foreign officp 
headquarters, in preparation for a 
state funeral tomorrow. 
This spontaneous puolie demon­ 
stration came as new evidence was 
brought to light that Masaryk may 
have rommitted suicide in protest 
against ruthless communist dom­ 
ination of his country'. 
Thousands poured through the 
streets of Prague to show their 
affection for the son of the founder 
of the republic whoes Ideals have 
now been discarded. 
Prepare For Outbreaks 
There were strong indications 
that the government is preparing 
precautionary p o w e r measures 
against outbreaks by democatlc 
forces. 
Strong forces of security police 
were brought into the city from the 
country, and it is expected also 
that troops may be brought in. 
The security forces patrol the 
streets in pairs. They are virtually 
military police, formidabl looking, 
equipped with Sam Brown belts, 
sidearms and long khaki great 
coat*. 
The long, meandering line of 
common people went up the nar­ 
row street that mounts the steep 
hill to the front of the palace, and 
through the main entrance where 
the body of Masaryk lay in state.

RIOOVER? PROGRESS 


As a result of survey» made in world capitals, thc 
United States News-World Report concludes that recov­ 
ery is beginning to take hold everywhere. This confirms 
Vhat newspaper reporters are writing. 
Industrial production, for example, is already above 
that of prewar years in most of Western Europe and the 
Marshall Plan is expected to lift the levels substantially 
higher. In that event the magazine feurs that the world 
will have to face the problem “ of a vast surplus of goods.” 
Industrial production is not the only test of a coun­ 
try’s recovery, but it has the virtue of being subject to 
exact measurement. And, in the present state of affairs, it 
la lk t largest in every country’s economy. What people 
heed is goods of one kind or another. 
Unless they get them depression and discontent are 
the rule. If they get them prosperity is either at hand or 
o b the way. 
So the latest figures on industrial activity do have 
unusual significance. They show that Norway, Denmark, 
Sweden and The Netherlands are all producing more to­ 
day than before the war. France is just under that norm 
but gaining. Belgium and Italy are considerably lower 
but in these instances also improvement is being shown. 
Only areas that are really depressed are Austria, Japan 
and the British-American zone of Germany. 
Insofar as Germany is concerned General Clay re­ 
ports that the worst is over in that zone and that hence­ 
forth the movement will be upward. It is apparent that 
Western Europe is doing something to help itself despite 
all the sprags the Russians have been inserting in the 
wheels.

freshmen congressmen 
proposed 
a new U. S. foreign policy today 
to provide military aid to the free

Nixon charged that Harriman 
made his statement that Dr. Con­ 
don had been cleared on the loy­ 
alty count before the original un- 
American activities subcommittee 
report "for the express purpose of 
discrediting the committee." 
He disclosed that testimony by 
members of the loyalty board 
"clearly stated that a person could 
be guilty of association and indis­ 
cretions that constitute a security 
risk and still be found not guilty 
of disloyalty." 
Committee Investigator Robert 
E. Stripling announced that the 
committee has lined up all its 
witnesses for the public hearing 
requested by Dr. Condon and that 
the open investigation can begin 
as soon as Chairman Thomas <R>

Pennsylvalna Power company's 
P 
wth was greater in 1947 than 
any previous year, according 
to the company's annual report, 
Which was mailed to stockholders 
and employes yesterday. Revenues 
were 98.379.957. as compared with 
$7,320.715 in 1916, an increase of 
14.5 per cent. 
Operation and maintenance ex­ 
penses. however, increased 25.9 
per cent, with the result that net 
income before preferred dividends 
increased only 2.4 per cent. Taxes 
amounted to 91,231.187. one of 
the largest items of expense. The 
feport points out that utility com­ 
panies and their customers carry 
a heavy burden of taxation; on the 
other hand, where Federal, state or 
municipal government has gone 
Into the electric light and power 
business, it pays no Federal taxes, 
and often little or no state or 
municipal taxes. 
Complete Project Here 
The company expended $3,858,- 
583 during the year for construc­ 
tion work. the principal project 
being the completion of the sec­ 
ond steam-electrir generating unit 
at the New Castle plant. The com­ 
pany’s load reached a peak in 
December of 104.900 kilowatts. 
In addition to a letter from 
President Walter H. Sammis out­ 
lining the year's business, the re­ 
port contains many facts and sta­ 
tistics of interest. It is illustrated 
with pictures and charts to give 
the reader a clear understanding 
of the company’s activities and the 
results of its operations. 
Kilowatt 
hour sales 
in 
1947 
amounted to 521.612,368. All class­ 
ifications of business showed sub­ 
stantial increases. Residential and 
commercial sales exceeded all pre­ 
vious years, and industrial kilo­ 
watt hours sales vrere highest with 
the single exception of the peak 
war year of 1944. 
Add 2,f t I Customers 
A total of 2,621 customers were 
added to the company's lines, the 
total number amounting to 61.572 
as of the year end. Residential 
sales per customer increased 191 
kilowatt hours to 1,726. compared 
with 1,435 for the nation. 
Several factors of particular in­ 
terest stand out in the report. Dis­ 
cussing farm electrification, it is 
.pointed out that 98 per cent of 
all farms in the area are receiving 
Penn Power service. In the nation 
as a whole. 68 per cent of the 
farmg have electric service. The 
farm customers of Pennsylvania 
Power company used an average 
of 2,941 kilowatt hours of elec- 


tnctty. compared with an estimate 
of 1,900 for the nation east of the 
western irrigation area. 
« 
Of interest also is the company's 
record In reducing ita residential 
rate. According to the report, the 
average rate for residential service 
in 1947 was 2.95 cents per kilowatt 
hour, compared with 5.93 cents in 
1927. In other words, the average 
family served by the company gets 
twice as much electricity for its 
money as it did 20 y ean ago. A 
chart in the report shows that, for 
the period 1935-1947. during which 
living costs increased 67 per cent, 
the cost of electricity for the com­ 
pany’s residential custom en went 
down 40 per eent. The company’s 
average rate of 2.95 cents com­ 
pares favorably with the national 
average of 3.09 cents. 
Forty-Three New Industries 
The report disclose* that 43 new 
industries were established in the 
territory during 1947. and these, 
when in full operation, will em­ 
ploy about 2 400 persons. The ex­ 
tent of new home construction on 
the company's lines is evident in 
the fact that 1.153 new houses 
were built and connected in 1947. 
The report calls attention to the 
fact that, of the 541 employes on 
the payroll. 21 per cent have been 
employed over 20 years and 47 per 
cent more than 10 years. 
The company's annual reports 
have for the past two years re­ 
ceived a “highest merit award” 
rating in the contest conducted by 
Financial World Magazine to en­ 
courage better reporting by Amer­ 
ican corporation*.

Garden Notes 


Transplanting of most t|ees and 
shrubs can start as soon as the eon- 
rlition of the soil permits wonting 
in it. 
Hybrid tea roses, bush 
honeysuckles, lilacs and currant 
bushes 
are 
early 
starters 
and 
should be moved first. 


A good way to destroy test cater­ 
pillars Is to rub the tiny Insects 
from the twigs of fruit tree*« when 
they are just beginning to spin 
their webs. Combatting thsm early 
in the season will do away with a 
troublesome problem later in the 
season. 


Asparagus, rhubarb and horse­ 
radish are the three permanent or 
perennial vegetables, which grow 
on from year to year. 
If they are 
grouped together at one end of the 
garden it will simplify the rarepam- 
tion of the soil in the space where 
the annual vegetables are to be 
planted. 


Vegetables such as Swiss chard 
and New Zealand spinach which 
can be cropped throughout the 
season will not require as much 
space as tomatoes in the Freedom 
garden. 


Beans are a hot. long season crop 
while peas are a cool, short season 
crop. 
String beans may be grown 
in tha warmest and poorist soil in 
the garden.

WESTWARD MIGRATION 
The 1950 census of the United 
States is bound to show many 
changes in the placement of peo­ 
ple. A recent check sponsored by 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company indicates that the popula­ 
tion of the Pacific Coast area has 
increased more than 40 per cent 
in the past seven years. This rep­ 
resents about four and a half times 
the gain reported in other portions 
of the country.

* ered campaign for the aircraft 
carrier. If it succeeds it will leave 
'th e sea service in control of a 
potent arm of aviation at a time 
w hen the Air Force is taking over 
more and more naval aviation 
functions under the unification 
aci. 
It was the flattops, used as mo- 
t1»ile advance bases, that carried 
••United States airplanes within 
striking distance of the Japs and 
thus drove the enemy clear back 
across the Parific.

In the above pictures are two 
scenes which were once quite fam­ 
iliar to the people of New Castle. 
The top one shows the old cannon 
that formerly rested on the west 
end of the Public Square and the 
bottom photo shows the sign which 
replaced i t 
The cannon, a reminder of the 
men from New Castle who served 
in World War I, w«s brought to 
this city in the early 20’s through 
the efforts of the American Legion. 
Then for almost twenty years the 
gun withstood all the elements 
heroically, with nary a sign of rust. 
With the entry of the United 
States into World War II, the need 
for scrap metal became urgent. 
The old cannon was removed and, 
along with similar relics from oth-

er cities, went back Into the serv­ 
ice. this time in the form of shells 
and bullets. Soon after removel of 
the cannon, a sign appeared with 
♦ he following message, "GONE TO 
WAR' The Captured German Gun 
Which Stood Here Has Been Sent 
Back In The Form Of American 
Shells. This Space Now Reserved 
For a Captured Gun From Tokyo 
Which Will Be Along Later." 
Two and a half years ago World 
War II came to a close. This year 
is New Castle’s Sesqui-Centennial 
celebration. The space on the Dia­ 
mond is still reserved and from 
iatest reports, it seems that there 
may be another cannon brought 
here to fill that space. Let us hope 
that this cannon will be able to 
spend the remainder of its exis­ 
tence in peace.

Youth Who Tried 
To Blind Self 
To Go On Trial 
PHILADELPHIA, March 21. — 
• INS)—A 24-year-old Philadelphian 
who twice tried to blind himself 
will go on trial next week for for­ 
gery. 
The youth — Jerome Poster — 
claims he attempted to blind him­ 
self by jabbing hypodermic sy­ 
ringe* and a straight pin into his 
eyes in order to rid himself of an 
"uncontrollable obsession" for for­ 
gery. 
Today he pleaded not guilty to 
charges of forging signatures to 
some $4,000 worth of war bonds. 
Federal Judge George A. Welsh 
remanded him to prison in default 
of $20.000 bail pending his trial. 
A government spokesman said 
it has cost upwards of $500,000 to 
apprehend the youthful forgery 
suspect. 
Poster was arrested in Phoenix. 
Arizona, two weeks ago on a charge 
of forging two checks for sums 
amounting to $5,100. 
An honor high school graduate 
at 16, Poster possibly has succeeded 
in blinding himself, though a medi­ 
cal examination is to be made to 
determine the extent of the dam­ 
age.

Program Will Not Be En­ 
acted By April 1 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 12— (INS) 
— President Truman recognized 
Thursday that the European re­ 
covery program will not be enact­ 
ed by April 1 and asked Congress 
for a stop-gap appropriation of 55 
million dollars to provide Interim 
relief to Australia, France and 
Italy. 
The President, in a letter to 
Speaker Martin <H) Mass., said 
that the funds would permit main­ 
tenance of continuing flow of sup­ 
plies to the three nations which 
i,re 'Imperative for the preserva­ 
tion of the economies t f these 
countries." 
Grave Danger 
The new funds would be in addi­ 
tion to the 522 million dollars ap­ 
propriated 
last 
year for 
Italy, 
Trieste. Greece and France. 
The President said: 
"T here now is grave danger that 
a break In the supply pipeline will 
occur between the end of the in­ 
terim 
aid 
program , 
which 
the 
Congress authorized to continue 
to March 31. and the start of any 
program which could be authoriz­ 
ed under the European recovery 
legislation row being considered 
by Congress." 
The President added: 
"Events which have taken place 
in Europe during recent weeks do 
not perm it us with safety o r pru­ 
dence to risk a break In the supply 
flow at this critical moment. I 
therefore hope that the Congress 
will find it possible to make avail­ 
able 
the needed 
funds 
before 
April 1. 
"The 
appropriation 
proposed 
will provide relief only for a very 
short period and extrem e urgency 
rem ains for th e earliest possible 
authorization of the European re­ 
covery program Itself." 
Advised by Director 
The President acted after being 
advised bv budget director Webtj 
that "it docs not now appear pru­ 
dent to assume passage" by April 
1 of ERP. Webb added that "w'e 
are therefore faced w ith the pros­ 
pect of a serious gap in th e flow 
of supplies." 
The President pointed out In his 
communication 
to

that 
Congress last year authorized an 
appropriation of 587 million dol­ 
lars for relief of which 75 million 
dollars has never been appropri­ 
ated. Therefore no new authoriza­ 
tion would be needed to m ake the 
additional funds available.

Cecil F Hubbert. acting chief of* 
;thc War Crime* Branch, said that 
while the top Nazi official* hail 
been tried and convicted in the 
widely publicized first Nürnberg 
j trial* many of the "geniuses'’ of 
the Hitler horror are on trial now. 
I 
He expained that criminal pro- 
! cccdings against such notorious 
Nazi official* as flooring. Von Rib- 
bentrop and Field Marshall Keitel 
j had disposed of the figureheads - 
j many of them by death sentences. 
Chief ITnderllnga On Trial 
But. he said, the chief underlings 
j of those convicted probably were 
I fully as guilty as their leader*. 
Some of these, notably Ulrich 
Greifelt and Wilhelm Von Leeb, 
are on trial in the last of the Nürn­ 
berg International Tribunal ease* 
now. Hubbert asserted; 
“The famous criminala may have 
been responsible for atrocities, but 
the genius was at this level" 
Von Leeb. an SS general, and 
Greifelt, both are charged, among 
other things, with mass murder of 
defenseless civilians, both allegedly 
led groups of Storm Troopers and 
hoodlums who followed victorious 
German armies into occupied area* 
with the deliberate intention of 
eliminating part of the population. 
Flnlfih By August 
Trials before the International 
Tribunal. Hubbert said, should be 
finished by August. This will wind 
up the United States’ part in Nazi 
war crime cases, as the minor 
trial«, before U. S. Military Gov­ 
ernment Courts, have been fin­ 
ished. 
Among the current Nürnberg 
trials are those of Greifelt. indicted 
with 13 others; Von Leeb, Indicted 
with 23 others, Otto Ohlendor, also 
charged with mass murder; the of­ 
ficials of I. G. Farben; Alfred 
Krupp and his associates in the 
Krupp Munitions Works, and a 
group of 20 second string Nazi of­ 
ficials. 
Sentences for the guilty ranged 
from death to a few months impris­ 
onment, many were given life im­ 
prisonment. 
A full breakdown of 
convictions and sentences, both bv 
International and U. 8. Courts wilt 
not be available until all trials arc 
finished. 
Must Serve Pull Time 
Hubbert said that the United 
State* had no intention of permit- 
ing the release of convicted crim­ 
inals before their full sentences 
were served. 
He pointed to the agreement 
reached Ijy the United States and 
the Italian government that pro­ 
vided for full sentences for all con­ 
victed. Such an agreement will be 
sought in Gorman peace terms. 
Hubbert said, and It is doubtful if 
the U. S. would agree to terms that 
did not include tt. 
Hubbert said that It would be 
next to Impossible to estimate the 
number of persons condemned to 
death before til trial figures are in. 
However, a spot check of such 
cases as the original Nürnberg 
trials, In which 11—including Goer- 
ing, Von Ribbentrop and Keitel— 
were sentenced to death, the Nazi 
medical officers trial and that of 
former SS officers would Indicate 
that 20 per cent got the death sen­ 
tence.

HNS)—In Its efforts to control 
and elmlnate the various diseases 
of livestock on Pennsylvania farms 
a new record was established dur­ 
ing 1§47 in the number of sport- 
mens received and examined bv 
the laboratory of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry in the State De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
A total of 1,872,321 tests and ex­ 
aminations were conducted by the 
laboratory during the past year 
compared with 
1.068,54« speci­ 
mens received, examined and re­ 
ported by the laboratory during 
the year 1846. according to Dr. 
C. P. Bishop, director of the 
Bureau. 
"These laboratory tests comprise 
an essential service in the estab­ 
lishment of our confirming diag­ 
noses especially Important in deal­ 
ing with a transmissible disease 
or the elimination of that possi­ 
bility,” Dr. Bishop declared. "Pro­ 
tection of the livestock industry Is 
important since disease control 
reaches into the welfare of every 
group and because the industry is 
the source of meat, milk, eggs and 
other products which are essential 
to the health and welfare of our 
people.” 
The first livestock sanitary serv­ 
ice to be established in the United 
States was set up in the present 
of Animal Industry 
in 
1895. Dr. Bishop said, ft is charged 
by law with the prevention, control 
and eradication of transmissible 
diseases of domestic animals and 
poultry. In the execution of its 
policies, it is necessary to have the 
full support of livestock owners 
I and practicing veterinarians who 
I have offered themselves for ser­ 
vice in this work in their various 
locations, the Bureau Chief ex­ 
plained.

SERVE CITRUS FRUITS TO 
MEET VITAMIN C NEEDS 
Since 
oranges, 
lemons, 
and 
grapefruit are plentiful, they may 
be used in many ways in daily 
menus. Use them instead of toma­ 
toes or tomato juice for the daily 
supply of vitamin C. 
Serve orange or grapefruit juice 
unstrained because the pulp con­ 
tains much of the vitamin C. 
Whenever possible squeeze the 
juice just before serving, but if it 
must be squeezed ahead of time 
—keep it covered and in a cold 
place. Vitamin C is easily des­ 
troyed when exposed to air. In­ 
stead of always serving juice, try 
cutting the fruit in half or peeling 
and slicing it. 
Breakfast is not the only meal 
where citrus fruits may be serv­ 
ed. Lemon or grapefruit Juice adds 
a special flavor to hot cooked 
greens. Orange, lemon, or grape- 
friut juice squeezed over canned 
or cooked dried fruits gives them 
a life. These juices also help to 
keep fresh fruits, such as bananas 
and apples, from turning brown.

to 
brighten the flavor of other foods. 
The juice is excellent for thinning 
cheese spreads, minced ham. or 
peanut butter for sandwiches. Gel­ 


atin desserts are especially good 
when orange juice is used instead 
of all water. 
For an unusual salad, try thin 
slices of Bermuda onion with slices 
of peeled orange and serve with 
French dressing. Orange or grape­ 
fruit sections alone or combined 
with other fruit make a delicious 
salad. For this kind of salad, serve 
a fruit salad dressing. Here is a 
good recipe for this dressing: 
2 eggs, beaten 
Vi cup sugar 
pinch of salt 
a4 cup hot fruit juice (equal 
parts of orange and lemon 
juice.) 
Vi cup heavy cream, whipped. 
Add sugar and salt to eggs, stir 
in fruit juice gradually. Cook over 
hot water until the mixture thick­ 
ens. stirring to prevent lumping. 
Cool. Fold in whipped cream just 
before serving. Pineapple, g r a p e , 
fruit, or apricot juice may be used 
instead of orange and lemon juice.
